House and Senate Place 
Final Approval Upon 
$90,000,000 Measure.

| house and senate, a bill carrying $90,- 
000.000 in federal credit for the farm- 
er was dispatched tonight to the 


White House. 
Only a flourish of President Hoo- 


vers pen remained to make it a law 
and sponsors of the legislation freely 
predicted the signature would be 
forthcoming. 

Hailed by its* friends as providing 
the cnly adequate source of credit for 
thousands of purse-pinched farmers, 
the bill would authorize the secre- 
tary of agriculture to lend a total of 
$90,000.000 for use in producing 1933 
crops. As security, the government 
would take a first lien on the crop. 

A similar measure was passed last 
year and the new bill simply reap- 
propriates for 1933 a part of the same 
funds, made available originally out 
of the Reconstruction Corporation's 
treasury.

Within 24 hours after conferees on 
the part of the house and senate 
agreed on a compromise bill reconcil- 
ing differences of the two branches, 
it was approved at both ends of the 
canitol, The senate at first had voted 
to use the entire remaining balance, 
estimated at $103.000,000, and the 
honre had limited it to $75,000,000, 
but the conferees hit upon the $0,-

SENATE DEFEATS 
INFLATION MOVES 
BY 00-10-18 VOTE 


Action Interpreted as 
Final Curtain on Simi- 
lar Legislation During 
Present Session.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(4)— 
After 11 hours of grueling debate 


which left two moves for currency in- 
flation flattened under a three-to-one 
vote, the senate adjourned at 10 
o'clock tonight with a final vote on 
the Glass banking reform bill still to 
come. 

The currency proposals, offered by 
democratie liberals, were tabled,

Amendments adopted tonight would 
provide for the divorcement of na- 
tional banks and security affiliates in 
five years instead of three as orig- 
inally provided in the bill. 

Another amendment approved 
touching on the same section would 
allow national banks to underwrite 
special as well as general obligations 
of states and political subdivisions 
th-reof, including bonds of municipal 
improvement projects. 

Senator Kean, republican, New Jer- 
sey, proposed to change the .measure 
to exempt federal reserve member 
banks from subscribing about $75,- 
000,000 to the proposed $800,000,000 
federal corporation to liquidate closed 
banks, but this was defeated, 53 to 25. 

As the bill now stands, the govern- 
ment would subscribe $125,000,000 ; 
federal reserve banks about $68,500,-

to sustaifi 158. ‘Two-thirds majority 
is needed to override a veto. 

Upon receiving the veto, in which 
Mr. Hoover expressed “great regret” 
in returning the measur>, Speaker 
Garner decided to hold the house in 
| Session until it could vote on the ac- 
| tion. 

Mr. Hoover took excepiicn to the 
measure because it coutained§ an 
‘amendment providing for passage by 
‘a joint congressional committee upon 
all treasury tax refunds over $20,000. 

The deficiency bill, smallest supp'y 
measure of the year, carried $28,000,- 
000 for tax refunds. It also provided 
more than $600,000 for relief work in 
the District of Columbia. 

“I disapprove of the bili with great 
regret,” sail Mr. Hoover in recom- 
mending that congress create addition- 
al auditing machinery and rot under- 
take “executive and administrative 
functions.” 
| The president attached an 11-page 
'opmion by Attorney-General William 
I). Mitchell backing up his contention 
‘that the. bill was unconstitutional. 
President Wilson was the last presi- 
‘dent to veto an appropriation bill. 
During the World War, congress at- 
‘tached a rider to such an: act, forbid- 
|ding executive departments from hav- 
‘ing documents printed without ap- 
| proval of the joint committee on print-

The probability that an all-inclusive 
revision of the war debts was subse- 
quently forecast in Washington, with 
the -Roosevelt administration seeking 
tariff concessions and trade agree- 
ments in return. Indications were 
that Britain and Rome will partici- 
pate in the debt discussions in Wash- 
ington when Mr. Roosevelt takes of- 
fice. Neville Chamberlain, British 
chancellor of the exchequer, in a 
speech in Leeds, England, hinted that 
Great Britain will “gladly discuss 
with our American friends” other lines 
of settlement. 

Saying that Britain still maintains 

her policy of all-around cancellation of 
war debts, Mr. Chamberlain intimated 
that his government will enter the 
negotiations with two provisos, that 
any settlement will be final, and that 
there be no resumption of German 
reparations. 
_ There were semi-official indications 
in Rome that Premier Mussolini's gov- 
erninent will participate in the debt 
discussions hopeful of achieving what 
Il Duce has called a necessary 
vision of Italy’s debts, in the light 
of her ability to pay.

NATCHEZ, Miss., Jan. 24.—()— 
James K. Lambert. publisher of the 
Natchez Democrat, died suddenly early 
today at his home here. 

Mr. Lambert’s death came as a 
shock to the community as he had 
not been ill. 

He was a son of the late Captain 
James W. Lambert, also publisher of 
the Democrat, which has been owned 
by.the Lambert family for a half cen- 
tury.

ent set-up of public school administra- 
tion in North Carolina’s 100 counties 
was launched in the general assembly 
today. 

Senator Ingram, of Randolph, and 
Representative Makepeace, of Lee. in- 
troduced identical bills in the house 
and senate to abolish the office of 
county superintendent of schools, 
county boards of education and rural 
supervisors in each of the counties.

Picking pockets is as much a matter 
of training aud practice as violin 
playing. Recently we saw some dem- 
onstrations of this gentle art in Lon- 
dop, where Saltiel, “the crook gone 
straight,” showed a crowd of assem- 
bled newspapeimen how it is done. 
Saitiel confessed that his day begins 
witn finger massage, goes on to eight 
hours’ practice on a dummy with con- 
ceaied bells, and finishes up with a 
session of billiards to steady the eyes, 
the nerves and the hands. After a 
year or so of this the novice, if he 
feels bold enough, may try out his 
hands on human beings in a crowded 
tailway station. 

Saltiel's first experiment. as he told 
his audience, was in a crowded traip 
in berlin, where he successfully re- 
moved from a pickpocket a cigaret 
case which had been taken from his 
own pocket a few minutes before. We 
learned that pickpockets are special- 
ists. Thus, there are thieves who spe- 
cialize in cigaret cases, others who 
spe-ialize in wallets from the breast 
pocket, and those half-amateurs who 
go in fvor extracting bulging purses 
from hip pockets. ! 

In all branches of pocket-picking 
only one hand is employed and of this 
hand only two fingers plus the thumb, 
the other fingers being folded in the 
palm of the hand. But the great trick 
about picking pockets is that the 
practitioner must learn the trick of 
inducing in the victim, by pressure 
backward and forward, the feeling 
that what has been abstracted from 
his pocket is still there. We learned 
that there is one way of guarding 
against having oue’s pocket picked— 
by constantly thinking about it. There 
are schools in London and Berlin 
where the gentle art may be learned 
from experts. The same schools have 
educational sidelines in card sharp- 
ing, check raising and counterfeiting.

This American woman was one of 
the tew in our time who felt called 
upon to shed a little light and hap- 
piness around her. Mrs. Wittpenn ra- 
diaied a great deal of light. She was 
a rare spirit.

THE CEREBRAL ANEMIA 
THEORY OF SLEEP. 


Of the numerous theories that have 
been offered to explain the phe- 
nomenon of natural sleep the brain 
anemia theory is perhaps most widely 
accepted. In animals or in a man 
with a glass window in the skull a 
diminished flow of blood in the brain 
has been observed, during sleep. Blood 
pressure falls by from 20 to 50 milli- 
meters mercury during sleep. The 
volume of the brain diminishes dur- 
ing sleep, while the volume of the 
arm or leg increases. Shortly before 
waking, the arm and leg decreases in 
size and the brain increases—blood 
returning from the surface or the gen- 
eral circulation to the brain. 

Everybody knows how relaxation 
and warmth favor drowsiness or sleep. 

The blood flow through the brain 
is not regulated by vasothotor nerves, 
as is the blood flow throughout the 
body, but only mechanically or indi- 
rectly by the circulation in the rest 
of the body. Especially important in 


is the circulation in the great 
splanchnie area, the network of ves- 
sels in the abdomen. ‘These vessels 
vasomotor nerves.

Governor Eugene Talmadge, At- 
lanta, Ga. 

Dear Governor: 

We, the teachers of Madison 
county, in regular session assem- 
bled, respectfully ask you to use 
your influence to have the gen- 
eral assembly make provision for 
the payment of past due appro- 
priations to schools. 

Depending on these appropria- 
tions local school boards all over 
the state have elevated the stand- 
ard of their schools to meet state 
requirements, and employed com- 
petent teachers expecting to pay 
them from these unpaid funds.

La Tribuna said that the debt con- 
versations might lead to developments 
making unnecessary the projected 
world economic conference.

WIDESPREAD REVISION 
EXPECTED BY CAPITOL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—(#)—An 
all-inclusive revision of the war debts 
was forecast in Washington tonight 
with the Roosevelt administration 
seeking in exchange tariff concessions 
and trade agreements intended to help 
America toward prosperity. 

This probability arose after the dis- 
closure that all nations which paid 
their debt installments last month 
would receive an. affirmative answer 
to their pleas for a renewed study of 
their funding agreements. 

In addition there was a distinct in- 
clination to believe that those nations 
which defaulted in December—France, 
Poland, Belgium and Estonia—would 
receive similar treatment after the 
cases of the countries not in arrears 
are settled. 

Those who held this belief were 
quick to point to Mr. Roosevelt’s view 
that the action of France and other 
powers in declining to pay was to be 
construed as a deferment rather than 
a default. 

At any rate, Mr. Roosevelt will re- 
ceive representatives of Great Britain 
soon after he takes office and then 
will talk debts with Italy, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Lithuania, all of whom 
paid up last month. Probably Latvia 
and Finland also will be included. 

That arrangements to negotiate the 
debt problem are in progress was made 
known today by Secretary Stimson, in 
carrying out that agreement made with 
Mr. Roosevelt at last week’s White 
House conference. As diplomats from 
the powers in question called upon 
state department officials today and 
yesterday, they were told that the de- 
partment is acting in this connection 
under instructions from the president- 
elect. 

In all cases, discussion of debts is 
to be paralleled by a separate negotia- 
tion on international trade. Obviously, 
Mr. Roosevelt is planning to work 
through these instrumentalities to ob- 
tain the reciprocal tariff and trade 
agreements which he urged through- 
out his campaign. 

While such a plan necessarily im- 
plies a reduction of the debts, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s spokesmen hac been em- 
phatic in asserting that cancellation 
is not contemplated. Some of his 
financial advisors had discussed a 
postponement of payments until the 
depression is ended, but no decision 
has been reached. 

But his economic program definitely 
includes tariff reciprocity and, of al- 
most equal importance in the mind 
of the president-elect, stabilization of 
foreign exchange. 

Separate Discussions. 

In the state department interviews 
with diplomats seeking a re-hearing 
on debt settlements it was emphasized 
that the discussion with each power 
'is to be absolutely separate. 

In the case of the smaller powers 
it was explained that President-elect 
Roosevelt will be glad to receive a 
representative or representatives, 
which is presumed to indicate that 
in some cases the discussions may 
be carried on through a single rep- 
resentative, possibly a minister, rather 
than through a large delegation. 

Ferdinand Veverka, minister of 
Czecho-Slovakia, visited the depart- 
ment last Saturday, and again today 
to inquire about his country’s request 
for further debt discussions before 
the next installment on intergovern- 
niental obligations fall due on June 
>. He and Augusto Rosso, the new 
Italian ambassador, have been espe- 
cially active in seeking a rehearing. 
| Ambassador Paul May, of. Belgium, 
is the only representative of a coun- 
try in default who has visited the 
state department to make. inquiries 
about possible debt -reconsideration 
since Great Britain’s request for re- 
newed negotiations was granted on 
January 20. 

Stanislaus Patek, the newly-ap- 
pointed Polish ambassador, who came 
to Washington for a hurried survey 
of the situation and is now on his 
way back to Poland for a brief visit, 
is presumed to have returned for the 
purpose of talking over the debt sit- 
uation with his government. 


CHAMBERLAIN LAYS DOWN 
TWO DEBT “ESSENTIALS” 

LEEDS, England, Jan. 24.—(/)— 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville 
Chamberlain tonight laid down 
“essentials” for a new debt agreement 
with the United States—that the set- 
tlement must be final and that it 
must not involve resumption of Ger- 
man reparations. 

The chancellor, addressing the an- 
nual dinner of the Leeds chamber of 
commerce, asserted Britain would 
gladly participate in debt discussions 
with the United States. . 

His speech was the first public pro- 
nouncement from a ®ember of the gov- 
ernment since the announcement in 
Washington last week that the Roose- 
velt administration would be willing 
to consider the debt question with 
Britain early in March. 

In the address, an important pro- 
nouncement of the British viewpoint 
on the whole tangle of intergovern- 
mental debts, Mr. Chamberlain hailed 
| the proposed Washington discussion 
'as an opportunity for settlement of

Policy Well Known. 

He declared that the British war 
debt policy was well known for it had 
ben held by successive British gov- 
ernments since the World War. _ 

“It would be too much,” he said, 
“to say that reparations and war 
debts have been the sole cause of the 
economic crisis but there can be little 
doubt that until the nightmare of 
these intergovernmental obligations 
has been laid to rest we cannot hope 
‘that confidence among nations will 
_be restored or that we can compass 
that financial and economic recovery 
which has been so long delayed.” 

In pointing ont what he thought 
would be the effect of resumption of 
war debt payments, Mr. Chamberlain 
declared: “I am not using threats. 
If you see a man walking along a

More Than 1,000 Georgians 


600 Federal Posts To Be 
Given Out in Atlanta to 
Loyal Party Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—More 
than a thousand federal patronage 


600 in the city of Atlanta alone, will 


be available to deserving supporters 
of the Roosevelt-Garner ticket after 
the new democratic administration 
assumes control March 4. 

The Georgia figures are taken from 
a report just made to congress by the 
civil service commission listing all 
government positions not under civil 
service regulations. 

The commission’s report, covering 
some 100,000 such jobs over the coun- 
try, Was prepared in response to a 
resolution by Senator Kenneth Mc- 
Kellar, democrat, of Tennessee. Demo- 
crats put through the resolution in 
anticipation of the patronage turnover 
that will come with the inauguration 
of President-elect Roosevelt. A similar 
list was prepared by the commission 
for the republicans 12 years ago fol- 
lowing the party’s return to power 
after the Wilson administration. 


Postal Jobs Not Included. 


Georgia offices listed are exclusive 
of the postal service which will give 
democrats of the state several hundred 
additional jobs to dispense in the form 
of postmasterships, 

Salaries attached to the Georgia 
positions range from the small wage 
paid office boys to the $10,000 a year 
received by the assistant to the ad- 
visory committee of the Federal Re- 
construction Finance (Corporation's 
loan agency in Atlanta. In the ag- 
gregate the salaries amount to a huge 
sum annually. 

Aside from the postmasterships, the 
most important jobs in the state are 
the United States district attorneys, 
the United States marshals, the collec- 


tor of internal revenue, collector of 
customs and their various deputies. 

In the Atlanta headquarters of the 
northern judicial district there are 
seven deputy marshals receiving pay 
at the rate of $1,440 to $2,800 a year; 
17 deputy internal ftevenue collectors, 
at $1,560 to $4,000; 14 national bank 
examiners at $1,440 to $5,000; 17 
places under the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation agency ranging 
from $960 to $10,000 and four assist- 
ant United States district attorneys 
at $3,300 to $4,600 

Many in Vets’ Bureau. 

Many of the Atlanta jobs come un- 
der the veterans’ administratiqn. There 
are 224 doctors and 174 dentists listed 
as patronage on a fee basis in the 
city. Some 70 odd other positions, in- 
cluding everything from doctors to at- 
tendants, are listed at salaries of 
$1,200 and up. Approximately 200 
similar positions are listed in con- 
nection with the United States Vet- 
erans’ hospital at Augusta. 

Under the bureau of prisons at At- 
lanta there is listed a warden for the 
United States penitentiary at $6,500, 
one deputy warden at $5,600, a chap- 
lain at $2,000, and an _ industrial 
superintendent at $7,500. 

Next to the veterans administration 
group the largest class of patronage 
posts listed in the report for Georgia 
comes under the extension service of 
the department of agriculture. The de- 
partment has 254 extension agents in 
the state, paid at the rate of $120 
to $1,980 a year. In most cases the 
agents’ salaries are supplemented by 
co-operative associations. 

Who Will Get Jobs? 

The problem of cutting the huge 
patronage pie is one that is scheduled 
to cause the Georgia congressional 
delegation and the state democratic 
organization no little trouble. Already 
it appears there are a dozen applicants 
for every job available and the num- 


ber is increasing daily. Some of the — 


offices will be filled by the two sena- 
tors, others by the individual congress- 
men and still others by the party or- 
ganization of the state. No definite

(UP) — The Baltimore superior 
court today denied the University 
of Maryland the right to expel En- 
nis H. Coale, a Belair (Md.) stu- 
dent, because he refused to take mil- 
itary training. Coale contended his 
“conscientious religious scruples” 
prevented his participation in any 
military activity. 

For his refusal to take the mili- 
tary course, Coale was expelled last 
year with Wayne Lees, of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Lees’ case still is 
pending. 

Judge Ulman, of the Baltimore 
superior court, said he would issue 
a writ of mandamus to prevent the 
university from expelling Coale. To 
his decision H. C. Byrd, a vice presi- 
dent of the university and its foot- 
ball coach. replied he would imme- 
diately seek an appeal to sustain 
Coale’s expulsion.

“The difficulty dies not alone in the 
unconstitutionality of the provisions 
for legislative determination of indi- 
vidual tax refunds, but the further 
fact that in the opinion of the attor- 
ney-general those provisions invali- 
date these appropriations themselves. 

“IT recognize that refunds of taxes 
overpaid present a subject of constant 
discussion and that there is a natural 
desire for assurance that such refunds 
are correctly made. Such an assur- 
ance would. I am sure, be a relief to 
administrative officers having to deal 
with this difficult subject. I would 
suggest, however, that if the congress 
deems the system provided by existing 
laws should be reinforced, it should 
be accomplished through the creation 
of additional auditing machinery and 
not by congress undertaking execu- 
tive and administrative functions.”

The Veterinary’s statement followed 
one by Adame in which the commis- 
sioner said that “with one head to all 
the branches of the department of 
agriculture there would be little op- 
portunity for friction which nullifies 
to a lJarge extent the services of any 
department.” 

The commissioner said that Sut: 
tons attorney, at a house committee 
hearing Monday, had suggested that 
“a layman might not be as capable 
of appointing veterinarians as a vet- 
erinarian.” 

Adains said that if the commission- 
er could appoint agents to analvze 
food and feeds, and to look after “the 
health of human beings, I don’t see 
why the commissioner of agriculture 
cannot be trusted to appoint veteri- 
narians who care for the health of 
hogs and cattle.”

Senate Body Urged To 
Forget Precedent and 
Save Local Education. 

? 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—()— 
Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, of Illi- 
nois, today joined Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, in a plea that the 
senate banking subcommittee, study- 
ing a school loan bill, “temporarily 
forget the precedent of the past that 
the federal government not finance 
local education.” 

Senator Lewis appealed to the sub- 
committee to authorize a loan from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion for school operation and criti- 
cized the corporation board for its op- 
position to the measure, which was 
sponsored by Senator George. ; 

“Tf our schools be closed,” Lewis 
said, “thousands of students have no 
place to go to school.” 

Lewis said he was “sorry to say 
you are opening the prospect of an 
army of hew criminals. The idle child 
would fall easily into the hands of 
the older experienced criminal.” 

“Certain members of the board al- 
ways seem to find some way things 
eannot be done ‘and relief not be 
granted,” Lewis said. “I feel that 
instead of seeking some way things 
cannot be done they should find some 
way they can be done. If this bill 
now before you could be passed for 
all the schools, keep the thousands of 
children in classes and avoid throw- 
ing them in contact with criminals, 
you will have done a great service.” 

Asked by Chairman Townsend, re- 
publican, Delaware, if there were no 
state source of funds for Illinois and 
Chicago schools, Lewis replied “we 
have exhausted our funds—there 1s 
no other source than the one here 
to give relief.” 

Senator Couzens, republican, Michi- 
gan, asked Lewis if he thought the 
federal government could ever re- 
cover loans. Lewis answered he 
could not speak for others than Chi- 
cago. 

The present emergency Lewis lik- 
ened to a great storm, and Senator 
Gore, democrat, Oklahoma, interject- 


“T don’t think a captain is ever 
justified in scuttling his ship to es- 
cape a storm and I think that is 
what we would be doing.” 

“No, but he should turn to the left 
or right if there is a port there,” 
replied Lewis.

The Campbell plan provided for a 
graduated scale of reductions, begin- 
ning with 10 per cent on amounts 
above $100, and increasing in the 
‘higher brackets to more taan 30 per 
cent of monthly salaries in excess of 
$250. 

It would provide that no state em- 
ploye or official make more than 
$416.66 per month. This would trim 
the monthly salary of the governor 
more than $200. 

The other proposal, a bill by Sena- 
tor J. Render Terrell Jr.. of La- 
Grange, would make effective im- 
mediately, cuts ranging from 5 pe: 
cent to 25 per cent on salaries of em- 
ployes and officials not fixed by the 
constitution.

On Youth, Dix Asserts at ‘Y’ Dinner 


Influence on the lives and char- 
acters of youth will be the “real last- 
ing effect of the depression,” in the 
opinion of Philo C. Dix, of Harris- 
burg, Pa., in charge of Young Men’s 
Christian Association work in that 
state, who spoke Tuesday night at a 
Georgia Y. M. C. A. council banquet 
at the Ansley hotel. 

At the annual meeting earlier in 
the day, Eugene R. Black, governor 
of the Kederal Reservé Bank of At- 
lanta, was re-elected chairman of the 
Georgia Y. M. C. A. committee; and 
other officers chosen included G. 8. 
Jones, of Macon, vice chairman; SS. 
C. Dobbs, of Atlanta, vice chairman; 
Ely R. Callaway, of LaGrange, vice 
chairman; W. S. Ramsey, of Atlanta, 
recording secretary, and John W. 
Crenshaw, of Atlanta, assistant treas- 
urer. 

At a luncheon, which was held at 
the Atlanta Athletic Club, the finan- 
cial report for 1982 ‘showed a well- 
balanced budget. Total receipts were 
$11,623.44, while expenditures were 
$11,509.55, giving receipts in excess 
of expenditures of $113.89. 

Mentioning the changes which have 
taken place in the last 30 years, Mr. 
Dix said: “Youth grows in a time 
of changing and uncertain moral stan- 
dards.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—()— 
The Roosevelt touch spread = from 
Warm Springs into relief legislation 
being shaped for senate consideration 
today with members of the manufac- 
tures committee discussing plans for 
combining the features of several 
pending proposals into one program. 

Chairman La Follette, republican, 
Wisconsin, who, with Senstor Cut- 
ting, republican, New Mexico, -talked 
over the relief picture with Mr. 
Roosevelt in Georgia last week-end, 
called the committee to mect Thurs- 
day to work on the matter just after 
it had heard further appeals for fed- 
eral help for the transient needy. 

Senator Costigan, democrat, Colo- 
rado, co-author with Ia Follette and 
Cutting of a bill for $500.000.000 for 
relief grants to the states, discussed 
the plan today at an informal con- 
ference but said little publicly about 
it. 

Prior to their conference, they 
heard from Nels Anderson, sociology 
instructor at Columbia University, 
that an increasing number of home- 
less women, many of them mere girls, 
were wandering over the country, as 
well as boys and young men. 

Dorothy E. Wysor, of Los Angeles, 
secretary of that city’s Travelers’ Aid 
Society; O. R. Lovejoy, of New York.

Marshal Caught Between 
Jap Army and Displeas- 
ure of War Lords. 


SHANGHAT, Jan. 24.—()—Caught 
between the Japanese war machine on 
one side and dissatisfaction at home 
on the other, Marshal Chan, Hsiao- 
liang, reports from Peiping and Tient- 
sin said today, is ready to withdraw 
as military leader of north China. 

The resignation of the young mar- 
shal would give the leaders of the na- 
tional government a free hand in deal- 
ing with th® Japanese crisis. 

The reports that Chang was with- 
drawing were not verified, but it was 
pointed out that if he chose to fight 
he might be destroyed by the Japa- 
nese, and if he did not he might be 
ruined by rising opposition in China, 

North China militarists are dissatis- 
fied, dispatches say, with Chang’s 
record since the Japanese seized 
Shanghaikwan three weeks ago. They 
are ready, the reports assert, to over- 
throw the young marshal and to re- 
place him with a command that would 
put up a stiffer resistance against the 
Japanese.

PUZZLE FOR STATE 


COLUMBIA, §8. C., Jan. 24.—() 
What to do with a new-born baby 
girl whose mother is serving a life 
sentence for murder was the problem 
over which South Carolina penitenti- 
ary officials pondered today. 

Just a week old, Frances Joan 
Snipes, daughter of Mrs. Beatrice Fer- 
guson Snipes, who killed a York coun- 
ty policeman and had a death sentence 
commuted just before the child was 
born, presented one of the largest 
question marks officials have faced in 
some time. 

While letters came from several 
states from persons seeking to provide 
homes for the baby and for the six- 
year-old son of Mrs. Snipes, authori- 
ties had not made up their minds 
what to do with the baby when Mrs. 
Snipes is returned from the state hos- 
pital to the penitentiary, where her 
husband is serving a lesser term on 
charges growing out of the shooting. 
She is expected to be moved next 
week. 

The boy is in the custody of the 
juvenile court, but resides with rela- 
tives here.

One of the features of wild life in 
the Everglades is the panther or 
puma, which is quite different from 
the bobcat. One or two have been kill- 
ed lately that measured nine feet froin 
tail to tip, weighing over 150 pounds. 

According to naturalists, there are 
no panthers in this country, yet the 
Everglades species is different from 
the western mountain lion, and at 
least three times the size of a bobcat. 
These animals live so far back in the 
tangled jungle that few, except the 
Seminole Indians, ever get a sight of 
their tawny coats. 

Only an Everglade’s guide can ever 
find his way through the turns and 
twists of the fishing waters and get 
back to dock again. Any stranger 
might spend weeks in a boat without 
having the slightest idea of his loca- 
tion. 

There are open gaps of water more 
than two miles across and there are 
other narrow stretches just wide 
enough to let the boat pass through. 
The turns and windings of the water 
trail are almost endless and the man- 
grove markings are too much alike to 
leave any chance for orientation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Declar- 
ing that if the Black bill providing 
for a five-day week in certain indus- 
trie is enacted into law and applied 
to the lumber industry “demoraliza- 
tion of that industry in the south 
would be completed,” R. C. Fulbright, 
general counsel for the Southern Pine 
Association, told the senate judiciary 
committee today that the measure 
should not become law. 

“In normal times,” he said, “the 
lumber industry furnishes 28 per cent 
of industrial employment for the ter 
ritory embraced in the states of Geor~ 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Arkansaa, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 

“The southern pine industry hag 
been operating at an actual loss since 
September 1, 1930. Based upon tae 
tistics by a grcup of representative 
mills scattered throughout the terri- 
tory the average monthly loss hag 
ranged from $1.01 to $5.86 per 1,000 
feet board measure since October, 
1930. The efforts of the industry te 
spread employment and to take care 
of the people who are normally de- 
pendent upon their operations has 
been the principal reason for the mills 
continuing operations at a loss. Many 
of the mills are located in communi- 
ties which are entirely dependent 
upon the mills and when they operate 
they furnish employment for the com- 
munities. A -7ix-hour day would 
greatly increase the burden of exe 
pense because of the loss of time in 
starting operations and in most com- 
munities double shift operations would 
be impracticable because the communi- 
ties have been built up upon normal 
single shift operations of such mills.”
